Much has l>een said in praiso of

In the 
towns, where servants are kept, they are 
of the poorest class of peasants, who 
know nothing, and receive miserable 
wages. The families are generally largo

each servant, repeating the same tiling 
a hundred times, scolding, screaming, 
even lieating them, to be understood. In 
tho evening, when the children are sleep- 
ing, if there remain some little time, the 
poor, worn-out mother sits down to her 
spinning-wheel to spin silk, to sew or 
knit, if it be summer-time, to look after 
her silk-worms and cocoons, happy if 
she has not to do the work of her in- 
competent servants over again. 

No Further Flirting. 

The New York Central and Hudson 
River Railroad Company has issued 
orders that hereafter no employe of that 
company shall flirt with unprotected 
females along the lino of the road. 
Heretofore every damsel from Gotham 
to Xlbany had her particular mash on the 
road; there was one railroader upon 
whom she smiled to the exclusion of the 
others, and now aliout 268 little romances 
are pulverized under the iron wheel 
of the monopoly.

Olympus. 

Did ever a Hellene, shepherd, priest 
or King, dare to climb Bp the slopes of 
Olympus, away alsive the lofty pastures 
of its dales anil crests? Did even one 
only venture, by placing his foot upon 
the great jieak, "to find himself suddeuly 
in the presence of these terrible 
gods? Ancient writers tell us that phil- 
osophers are not afraid of scaling Mount 
Etua, although much higher than Olym- 
pus; but they never mention ouo single 
mortal who ' has had the temerity to 
ascend the mountain of the gods, not 
even in the days of science, in that ago 
when philosophers taught that Zeus and 
the other immortals were mere concep- 
tions of the human mind. 

Later on, other religious, disseminated 
among. the various people living iu the 
surrounding plains, took 
the sacred 
to new 

Christians worshiped the Holy Trinity 
instead of Zeus; they still look upon its 
three principal i>cak8 as tho three great 
thrones of Heaven. One of its loftiest 
point*, which formerly, perhaps, bore a 
temple of A'>ollo, is now surmounted by 
a monastery of St. Elias; one of its dales, 
wherein the Bacchantes were wont to 
sing "Evoe!" iu honor of Dionysus or 
Bacchus, is inhabited by the monks of 
St Denys. Priests have succeeded to 
priests, and the superstiti< >us respect of 
modern times to tho worship of the 
ancient; but per haps tho highest sum- 
mit is yet untrodden by human steps; 
the soft light, resplendent aliove its 
rocks and snow, has not beamed upon 
any man since the Halleuic gods took 
their departure. 

A few years ago it would have l>eon 
difficult for a European to attain the 
summit of the mountain, for the Hellenic 
klephtes, unerriug shots, occupied all 
its gorges; they had intrenched them- 
selves in it, as within an enormous cita- 
del, and thenco, recommencing the con- 
flict of the grids against the Titans, they 
set out upon their extieditious against 
the Turks of Mount Ossa. Proud of 
their courage, they believed themselves 
invincible as the mountain ui»on which 
they lived; they endowed Olympus it- 
self with life. "I am," said one of their 
songs, "I am Olympus, illustrious iu all 
ages, and renowned amid Nations; forty- 
two peaks bristle ujsm my brow; seventy- 
two fountains flow down my ravines, 
and an eagle is j>erched uikui my highest 
summit, bearing iu its claws the head of 
a valiant hero!" This eagle, no doubt, 
was that of the ancient Zeus. Even 
now-a-days he feeds on man, by man 
destroyed. — History of a Mountain.

It was Professor Hufelaud's opinion 

that the limit of possible human lifo 

might be set down at 200 years; and this 

on the general principle that the life of 

a creature is eight times the years of its 

period of growth. That which is quickly 

formed quickly perishes, aud the earlier 

complete development is reached the 

sooner bodily decay ensues. More 

women reach old ago than men, but 

more men attain remarkable longevity 

than women. Some animals grow to be 
very oia. iiorneu ammais ir»o miuu, , 

lives than those without horns, fierce 
longer than timid, and amphibious longer 
than those which inhabit the air. The 
voracious pike exists, it is said, to an age 
of 150 years; tho turtle is good for 100 
y< ars or more, and among birds the 
golden eagle is known t<> have lived 
nearly '200 years, while the sly and som- 
ber crow reaches the veiierabie age of a 
century. Passing up in the scale of life 
to man, and skipping tho patriarchs, we 
find many mr nrwn d fantancrn cf longevity 
among the classic Greeks and Romans. 
Pliny notes that in tho reign of the Em- 
peror Vespasian, in the year 7fi, there 
were 124 men living in the limited area 
between the Appeuninea and the Po <>f 

100 years and upward, three of whom 
were* 140 and 4 over 180. Cicero's w ife 
lived to the age of 108, and the Roman 
actress, Luoeja, played iu_publie aa late 
as her 112th year. Cuming down to 
more recent times, the most notable 
authentic instance of great age is that of 
Henry Jenkins, of Yorkshire, England, 
who died ill 1(570, 109 years old. He 
was a fisherman, aud at tho age of 100 
easily swam across rapid rivers. An- 
other historic case is that of Thomas 
Parr, of Shropshire, a day laborer, who 
lived to the age of 152 years. When 
more than 120 he marriexl his second 
wife, and till 130 he could swing the 
scythe and wield the flail with the liest 
of his fellow-laborers. In his 152d year 
Parr went up to London to exhibit him- 
self to the king. It proved an unlucky 
visit, for, violuting the abstemious habit 
of a century and a half, the old man 
feasted so freelv on the royal victuals 
that he soon died, merely of a plethora. 
On examination his internal organs 
proved to be in excellent condition, and 
there was no reason why he should not 
have lived much longer save for this un- 
fortunate taste of royal hospitality. 
Professor Hufeland's roll of centenarians 
includes many more remarkable cases.

Substitute for Rubber. 

Mr. Senders, of St. Petersburg, has 
succeeded iu producing from the heavy 
oils of coal tar a new substance which, iu 
many cases, takes the pla»o of India rub- 
ber with advantage. Itis prepared in the 
following manner: A given weight of a 
mixture in equal parte of wood oil and 
coal tar oil, or of coal tar and hemp oil, 
is heated fur several hours, at a tempera- 
ture of al>out 818 degrees Fahrenheit, so 
as to disengage tho injurious substances 
and increase the viscosity of the mass 
until it may l>e drawn out in threads. A 
second quantity, equal to the former, of 
linseed oil, preferably thickened by boil- 
ing, is now added, and also from one- 
twentieth to one-tenth per cent, of ozo- 
kerit with a little spermaceti. In the 
meanwhile the mass is kept at a uni- 
formly high temperature for some hours, 
when frota one-fifth to one-half part of 
sulphur per cent, is added after which 
the product is molded or otherwise 
worked in the same manner as India rub- 
ber. The proportions of tho throe oils 
named above may be varied so as to ob- 
tain a harder or a more elastic substance, 
as may be required. The product is 
elastic" and tenacious, standing the 
weather lietter than India rubber, and is 
not deteriorated by great pressure or a 
high teraoeraturo. It is said to be spec- 
iauy suitable for the insulation of tele- 
graph wires, and may bo employed alone 
or mixed with India rubber or similar 
resinous substances.

Pasteur 
has investigated a case in which cattle 
died of carbuucular fever twelve years 
ago, and were buried at a certain spot in 
a walled garden. Guinea pigs have been 
inoculated with the matter secured by 
washing samples of the soil, and died 
quickly with well marked symptoms of 
carbuncle. Of soven sheep allowed ex- 
perimentally to pass a few hours daily 
on this spot, two died of the same dis- 
ease in the course of six weeks, the rest 
of the flock remaining imaffected. Tbia 
seems to prove beyond a doubt, the ex- 
istence of disease germs for a space of 
twelve years.

A child that is uniformly treated with 
courtesy, with consideration, with jus- 
tice, will unconsciously deem himself 
worthy of such trentmeiit, and will lie- 
come worthy of it, unless be is by nature 
w holly base; and he will unconsciously 
treat others ns ho is treated. It is a fear- 
ful thing to give a child the lie, to accuse 
him of stealing, lo accustom him to un- 
expected and unmerited blows and cuffs. 
He may merit punishment, but the wise 
parent never will admit into the bouae- 
hold vocabulary tho terrible words "bar" 
and "thief," and will never iM-rii:it in 
himself or others tho hasty blow, the 
bitter taunt, the stinging epithet. Tho 
refined and educated parent can never 
tolerate such language us wo have indi- 
cated. Bitter words are more cruel than 
blows and inflict more lasting injuries. 
Care in the choice of associates will do 
much to foster self-respect in n child. 
Some mothers think their sons and 
daughters can go where they choose and 
play w ith whom they please, and come 
out all well in the end. There never was 
a greater mistake. As well might one 
think it no difference what air we 
breathe. Children ore quicker than we 
to catch the tone of associates, to pick 
up slang words, bad grammar, vulgar 
ideas —these often seem to be taken in 
thri digh the very pores, ns typhoid poison 
is, wheu least exjiected. Caro in the 
choice of reading will do much to foster 
due self-respect in a child. The boy 
who grows up with n familiar knowledge 
of Washington, of Franklin, of Lincoln, 
and other great men who have Ih oii the 
glory of tho nations in which they have 
been conspicuous, will be far more likely 
to hud his mind tilled with noble images, 
with high ideals, with lofty ambitions, 
than one who reads sensational newspa- 
pers, dime novels, and the comic alma- 
nac. Any soil that yields abundantly 
must contain in itself elements of fer- 
tUity, and barren soil may have elements 
artificially supplied to them. 

The Heroines of Nihilism. 
They are mostly daughters of poor 
army oflicers, or petty civil officers, or 
even of shop keepers, who feeling the 
influence of modern times, are anxious to 
rise above the level of their parents, 
coarse, ignorant people iu the main. 
Either by their own talents or by the aid 
of influential patrons, the girls gain 
scholarships, and enter some high school 
where their brains are crammed with a 
heterogeneous mass of knowledge. At 
19 they leave, and in turn become teach- 
ers. Finding their parents uncompan- 
ionable, they abandon" home for some 
wretched lodgings, and eke out a miser- 
able existence by giving poorly paid les- 
sons. Food is scarce, the feminine pleas- 
ures of dress are impossible, the restrain- 
ing power of family affection is absent, 
they grow hoj>eless and discontented, 
when some day they form socialistic 
acquaintances, rapidly adopt their ideas, 
and, having found an object for then- 
life, with feminine rashness devote them- 
selves to the cause, oven to the very 
death. — faris Fi< /<iro.

The Flving-Fish and Its Foe. 

One afternoon, during a voyage on a 
sailing vessel boand to ■ W< si Indian 
port, while tin: ship was making some 
four or five miles an hour, a earyphene 
was observed ganil >oling under th • bow s, 
going ahead a little, as if to show its 
superior speed, and then returning to its 
frolics. While the sailors Were fastening 
the liarjMioii to aline the ooCYpheBe 
sighted a flying-fish. At once it stilh ned 
itself; its whole lxxly quivtrcd as if 
with excitement; its tail was sgitrt' I 
from one side to another, and it started 
in pursuit, bounding over the surface of 
the sea. with leaps of somo fifteen or 
twenty fts-t. Although a stern chase i- 
held to he a v. i v long one, this basted 
less than a minute: one of the b MM 
brought the cory phone right under tin- 
terrified flying tish, which .seemed to fall 
into its enemy's jaws. The latter re- 
turned to its "play-ground'' under the 
hows, and was harpooned, brought on 
board, and cut np within two minutes 
after its meal. The tlyiiig-iish was taken 
out whole, uninjured. The coryplieiie 
is the ttcHUtifully colored lish noted for 
the shifting and varieties of its tints 
when expiring. It is commonly but er- 
roneously called a dolphin, as in the 
wi ll-known verse: " The dying dolphin's 
changing hues."' Now in regard to the 
flying-fish, I have watched them on 
many voyages, and! cau confirm the 
observers who describe its motion as a 
leap, not nn act of flying. It springs 
out of the water, gradually rising to the 
middle oi its course, then falling, de- 
scribing a parabola just .as an arrow 
does in its (light. 1 have repeatedly seen 
them change direction during the leap, 
making a deflection of about half an an- 
gle, never more. Bat I cannot agree 
with Mr. Whitman, who estimates the 
length of their leap or jump to be eight 
hundred or even twelve hundred feet. I 
opine that about two hundred feet is a 
pretty big jump for one of these fishes, 
and instead of forty seconds, I calculate 
the timo occupied in a long leap at fif- 
teen seconds; which gives a velocity of 
nine miles and a fraction per hour. —

As Franco has kicked up a row nlxmt 
American bog meat, which extended 
even to ringing bells through the villages 
warning the citizens, it is entirely fair to 
warn the American people against the 
drugged wines of France. The Parisian, 
a paper printed iu English in Paris, 
gives a branch of the history of this 
manufacture of wines sold fraudulently 
under tho names of the choicest brands 
of French winee: The wine crop of 1879 
was about o<M 1,000 or 30,000,000 hec- 
toliters below the average of the last ten 
vcars. The annual consumption in 
Fia'K-e is from 40,000,000 to 45,000,000 
hectoliters. Every liody expected arise 
in the price of wine, and somo conscion- 
ti me dealers laid in a stock from abroud. 
The rise in price, however, never came, 
and the markets remained well supplied. 
Tho reason was that the natural deficit 
was compensated for by artificial means. 
Wino was manufactured out of dry 
■rapes. All the raisins to be found iu 
Qketern porta wen- bought up, and wine 
sjaanufactoriee sprang up all over tho 
country. Around Paris alone there are 
ssren steam-power wine manufactories. 
The cost of a cask of raisin wine is shotti 
GO franca, and it was sold at 100 francs, 
thus giving a profit of 100 percent. Hut 

Hp competition has now become such 

|hst the price of raisins has risen from 
twelve franca t<> seventy-live francs tho 
100 kilograms. The consequence is that 
that raisins have been abandoned, and 
wit:, is now manufactured out of glu- 
cose, a sugarv matter obtained from the 
tato, out of the residue of molasses, 
isj ot rotten apples, dried prunes, dates, 
ta and all kinds of refuse fruit, and 
even out of beet root. These abomimi- 
l>le liquids are colored artificially and 
mixed more or leas with Spanish wines 
or white wine. The adulteration and 

manufacture of w ine has attained such 

vast proportions that the principal deal- 
ers who had taken measures to supply 
the market loyally with harvest wine 
from foreign countries have taken steps 
to put a stop to this gigantic fraud. The
